Kennedy Town, if tho 
trade is at all extensive, is too noat dwoll- 
ing houses as aspot where the trade can 
be carried on. if in that direction, tho 
nearest poiat allowable would bo tho 
other side (Pokfulam side) of the Chinese 
cometery. 

Mr J, D, Humphreys—This petition de- 
rorves the earnest attention of the Board. 
In England all auch operations are carried 
on in thickly populated bat poor neigh- 
pourhoods, The greatest circumspaction and 
caro should be exercised before interfering 
with any industry however mean or bum- 
ble. People with auch refined senses of 
smoll do not gsually live in auch districts. 
The same objections may afterwards be 
brought against them at Kennedy Town. 


The Colonial Surgeon said tho houses 
were beastly hovels even without the fat 
boiling, and wore insanitary relics of tle 
It was utterly impossible 

to keep them clean under. any ot 
cumstances. He had complained because 
patients in tho Hospital found this fat boil- 
ing a nuisance. It shou'd not be allowed 
in these buildings, En the old deys, when 
the Hospital was established, he cloaned 
cat all these fat boiling establishments 
without any laws. 

Mr Humphroys thought it was pity 
the petition against these places was 
not . fortified by the Hospital sutho- 
rities, ‘The offensive smeli was not in 
itself icsanitary, This wos an in- 
dustry, and, though he was, not prepared 
to say the fat boiling should be allowed to 
continus there if it was detrimental to the 
Hospital pationts, he would bo’ sverso to 
interfering. with it. He moved. delay 
to give members an opportunity of 
visiting the places, and to give the 
officials of the Hospital an opportanity 
of lodging complaints.
